The spotlight in the Minneapolis 
truck drivers strike shifted today to 
federal court. 


Gov. Floyd B. Olson was schedul- 


ed to appear to combat the injunc- 
tion proceedings of employers of 
striking truck drivers who demand 
that martial law be called off. They 
claim that presence of the troops

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt today issues a 
proclamation nationalizing silver 
pursuant to the silver purchase 
act of 1934. 
Under this proclamation, the gov- 


ernment will seize all silver bullion 
in the United States at a price of 
approximately 49.5 cents per ounce. 
Silver coin or silver enroute to the 


United States at this time was ex- 
cepted from the proclamation. 


The present policy as to the pur- 


chase of newly-mined silver at 64.5 
cents per ounce will be continued. 


Statement Made. 


Secretary Morgenthau issued the 


following statement: 


'The president today issued a 


proclamation and an executive order 
which together provide for the na- | 
tionalization of silver pursuant to i 
the provisions of section seven of the : 
silver purchase act of 1934. 
I 


"The proclamation authorizes the 


mints to receive any and all silver 
situated in the United States on 
August 9, 1934. The mints are di- 
rected to deduct as seigniorage, etc., 
61 8-25 per cent of the silver so re- 
ceived and to return to the depositor 
in standard silver dollars, silver cer- 
tificates or other coin or currency of 
the United States an amount equal 
to the monetary value of the bal- 
ance; that is, the mints will return 
for each fine troy ounce of silver so 
received, an amount equal to 50.01 
cents a fine troy ounce.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 8—Scores of 
homes in Pittsburgh's lowlands were 
flooded while earth and stones, loos- 
ened by rain tumbled down hillsides 
when the summer's heaviest down- 
pour struck this city today.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—A billion 


dollars burned up! 
And this is a conservative sum- 


mary of the drouth damage to date. 
This staggering cost may even be 


only a part of the burden which the 
entire nation must 'share with those 
armers who have seen their crops 
shrivel for the need of water. 


Congress has appropriated $525,- 


000,000 for drouth relief and more 
money will be sought from the next 
session of congress. 
The eventual cost of "the drouth 
depends upon its length and terri- 
xi-y devastated. One half of the 
larm counties of the nation now 
lave been touched by the intense 
heat and dry wave. 


Continue Relief. 


Drouth relief operations will be 


continued throughout the winter. 


Expenditures by the federal relief 
administration for drouth' aid In 
July totalled $18,730,721. 
These bills, however, do not count 


the cost of transportation of live- 
stock from the affected areas. 


Added to actual cost of federal 
and state drouth relief, is the cost 
in crops burned, including cotton, 
corn, wheat and forage, and the loss 
in animals which died before the 
government could salvage them. 


What these losses will amount to 


are as yet problematical. That they 
will bring the total bill, counting re- 
lief costs, to at least a billion dol- 
lars is regarded as a safe calculation, 
and they may run to even more stag- 
gering totals.

proclamation nationalizing silver 
pursuant to the silver purchase 
act of 1934. 
Under this proclamation, the gov- 


ernment will seize all silver bullion 
in the United States at a price of 
approximately 49.5 cents per ounce. 


Silver coin or silver enroute to the 


United States at this time was ex- 
cepted from the proclamation. 
The present policy as to the pur- 


chase of newly-mined silver at 64.5 
cents per ounce will be continued. 


Statement Made. 


Secretary Morgenthau issued the 


following statement: 


"The president today issued a. 


proclamation and an executive order 
which together provide for the na- 
tionalization of silver pursuant to 
the provisions of section seven of the 
silver purchase act of 1934. 


"The proclamation authorizes the 


mints to receive any and all silver 
situated in the United States on 
August 9, 1934. The mints are di- 
rected to deduct as seigniorage, etc., 
61 8-25 per cent of the silver so re- 
ceived and to return to the depositor 
in standard silver dollars, silver cer- 
tificates or other coin or currency of 
the United States an amount equal 
to the monetary value of the bal- 
ance; that is, the mints will return 
for each fine troy ounce of silver so 
received, an amount equal to 50.01 
cents a fine troy ounce.

and state drouth relief, is the cost 
in crops burned, including cotton, 
com, wheat and forage, and the loss 
in animals which died before the 
government could salvage them.

since Tuesday morning:. 
Jones was not injured and

He was persuaded, however, to go to 
the PottsviUe hospital for an ex- 
amination. 


Pulled Him To Surface. 


Two of the squad of rescuers who 


finally were able to dig away the 
tons of rock and dirt which pin- 
ioned the miner pulled him 40 feet 
to the surface after others had 
tied a rope under his armpits. 


"Here I am," were Jones' first 


words when he stood up on firm 
ground for the first time since Tues- 
day morning.

Biddle declared the new program 
was the result of planning during 
the summer months, adding that It 
is designed to profit by the mistakes 
made during the speedy mobiliza- 
tion of CWA last winter. 


Primarily among the differences 


between, the' new setup and CWA, 
Biddle emphasized, is that the new 
program is '"built entirely around 
persons eligible for relief." It will 
eliminate hiring of skilled workers 
not eligible for relief. All workers 
on projects approved under the new 
plan will have to have been on re- 
lief rolls August 1. . 


Under New Program 


Work relief under the new pro- 


gram will be assigned on the basis 
of what Biddle called a monthly 
Budgetary deficiency of families on 
relief rolls. Each weekly period will 
be divided into eight units of 18 
uours each, three consecutive days of 
six hours a day. 


Jobless needy will be assigned to 


as many full work units as the bud- 
get deficiency of the family re- 
quires and payment will be guaran- 
:eed on the minimum deficiency re- 
gardless of the amount of work ac- 
complished. 


"Under previous programs," Bid- 


die said, in explaining this last fea- 
ture, -"employment on a work pro- 
jram for a cash wage was intermit-

manipulation 


which caused panics and enriched 
insiders could go unchecked. 
In 


fact, if we were to listen to mix,, 
the old law of the tooth and claw 
would reign once more. 


Will Not Restore Old Order. 


"My friends, the people of the 


United States will not restore that 
ancient order. 


"There is no lack of confidence on 


the part of those business men, 
farmers and workers who clearly 
read the signs of the times. Sound 
economic improvement comes from 
the improved conditions of the'whole 
population and not from a small 
fraction thereof. 


"Those who would measure con- 


fidence In the country in the future 
must look first to the average citi- 


Confidence is returning, the presi- 


dent said, to the farmers, to manu- 
facturers, to workers, to financiers 
and to business men generally, -be- 
cause the government is cooperating 
to enrich the life and opportunity 
of the average individual. 


There are two types of individual!., 


Mr. Roosevelt asserted, who are de- 
laying progress—"first the man whos 
objectives are wholly right anc 
wholly progressive, but who declines 
to cooperate or even to discuss meth- 
ods of arriving at the objectives be- 
cause he insists on his own methods 
and nobody else's." 


Borah Inference? 


While Mr. Roosevelt mentioned 


no names, this was interpreted by 
his hearers as referring to Senator 
William E. Borah (R) of Idaho, who 
is now stumping the west in oppo- 
sition to the NBA and other new 
deal policies. 


"The other type," he continued 


"is the individual who demands some 
message to the people of the Unitec 
States that will restore what he calls 
confidence." 


Mr. Roosevelt concluded his ad- 


dress with a definition of the new 
deal by a member of congress who 
be did not name, but which was 
written by Congressman Edwarc 
Burke of Oaha, who is now oppos- 
ng "Brother Charley" Bryan for the 
Democratic senatorial nomination in 
Nebraska. 


"We who support this new'deal,' 


said the president, "do so because 
t is a square deal and because it is 
essential to the preservation of se- 
curity and happiness of a free so- 
ciety. I like its definition by a mem- 
ber of congress. He said: 


"The new deal is an old deal—as 


old as the earliest aspirations of 
humanity for liberty and justice and 
he good life. It is old as Christian 
ethics, for basically its ethics are the 
arne. It is new as the Declaration 
of Independence was new, and the 
,onstitution of the United States; 
ts motives are the same. It voices 
he deathless cry of good men and 
good women for the opportunity to 
ife and work in freedom, the right 


be secure in their homes and in 


he fruits of their labor, .the power 


protect themselves against the 


uthless and the cunning. It recog- 
lizes that man is indeed his broth- 
r's keeper, insists that the laborer 
s worthy of his'hire, demands that 
ustice shall rule the mighty as well 
s the weak.

Confesses Slaying 


Thinking Smith was at work on a 


state highway job, Cussins walked 
a mile and a quarter through the 
woods to the victim's shack, ac- 
cording to state police. Smith ap- 
peared when the youth tried to 
steal the fox," police said, and then 
Cussins discharged his 30-30 cali- 
ber "woodchuck" gun, the bullet 
piercing the victim's heart, police 
said the youth admitted.

investigators at first were Inclined 
to believe Smith was the victim of 
a 
stray 
bullet.- Questioning of 


neighboring farmers pointed a sus- 
picious finger at Cussins, whose 
foster-parents admited he was in 
the woods hunting woodchucks at 
the approximate time of the shoot- 
Ing. 


Taken into custody, the youth, 


who served 13 months in Hunting- 
don reformatory several years ago 
for setting fire to a forest "to see 
it burn", professed innocence.

All workers 
on projects approved under the new 
plan will have to have been on re- 
lief rolls August 1. 


Under New Program 


Work relief under the new pro- 


gram will be assigned on the basis 
of what Biddle called a monthly 
budgetary deficiency of families on 
relief rolls. Each weekly period will 
be divided into eight units of 18 
hours each, three consecutive days of

PROVINCIALISM 


It was an Old World custom years ago, before communication was 


as swift and universal as it is today, to send boys out in groups' to roam 
the country before they settled down to their life pursuits. This was 
particularly the custom in Germany. It was thought the young man 
was better off for knowing his country from end to end, its people and 
their diverse interests, and for acquiring some feeling for its unity. 


The world today'is no larger, in terms of accessibility, than was 


Germany of two centuries ago. And the dominant new note in the world 
is America. 
One who does not know " America can hardly know the 


world. 


This applies to' Americans themselves. Those from abroad who 


come to spend a month on our platforms to tell us what is the matter 
with America are no worse prepared for that critical task than some of 
our native-born critics. The provincial outlook of many is-bred of simple 
unfamiliarity with their country. 


It would be a useful thing if some means were found by which 


those who make and administer the nation's laws were obliged, as were 
the German boys, to live for a time in each section of the country, to 
acquire at least an understanding of those varied interests which come 
together in Washington to be reconciled. Suspicion, fear and hate are 
largely born of ignorance, whether in international affairs or in legis- 
lative bodies. 


OLD FRONTIERS GONE 


The changes wrought by aviation in the military world nowhere 


have been more strikingly illustrated than by Stanley Baldwin in urging 
the house of commons to support the government's proposal for a great- 
ly enlarged air force. 


"Since the days of the air," the acting prime minister said, "the 


old frontiers have gone, and when you think of the defenses of England 
you no-longer think of the chalk cliffs of Dover. 
Rhine. That is where today our frontier lies."

It is in the air, not on land or water that Great Britain must look 


for its future security. 


The same condition applies to all nations today. 
Huge fleets and 


great standing armies will continue to be important aids to national de- 
fense, but these, without adequate air forces, will mean little to a coun- 
try attacked by a nation .well armed for war. 


The destruction wrought by airplanes and Zeppelins during the 


World war was as nothing compared to what could be done today with 
the latest air equipment. 


Any international disarmament plan that does not include air 


forces will be of little value in reducing the danger of war or limiting 
its destructiveness.

OLD FRONTIERS GONE 
The changes wrought by aviation in the military world nowhere 
have been more strikingly illustrated than by Stanley Baldwin in urging 
the house of commons to support the government’s proposal for a great­ 
ly enlarged air force. 
“Since the days of the air,” the acting prime minister said, “the 
old frontiers have gone, and when you think of the defenses of England 
you no longer think of the chalk cliffs of Dover. 
You think of the 
Rhine. That is where today our frontier lies.” 
It is in the air, not on land or water that Great Britain must look 
for its future security. 
The same condition applies to all nations today. Huge fleets and 
great standing armies will continue to be important aids to national de­ 
tense, but these, without adequate air forces, will mean little to a coun­ 
try attacked by a nation well armed for war. 
The destruction wrought by airplanes and Zeppelins during the 
World war was as nothing compared to what could be done today with 
the latest air equipment. 
Any international disarmament plan that does not include air 
forces will be of little value in reducing the danger of war or limiting 
its destructiveness.

Are Exempt From 


Code Provisions 


Move Made To Pacify Indus- 


trial Princes In Small 


Towns 


(International News Service) 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Further 


efforts of the recovery administra- 
tion to pacify industrial "princes" in 
small towns was seen today in the 
announcement of Recovery Admin- 
istrator Hugh S. Johnson, exempting 
employers in towns of 2,500 or less 
from important code provisions. 


The announcement lists the ex- 


empted industries as those "engagec 
exclusively in local trade or service.' 


Under the current clarification of 


the president's original order pf May 
15 "an employer exempted by the 
executive order is not required to 
comply with the provisions of ap- 
proved codes which prescribe maxi- 
mum hours pf employment, hours of 
store operation and minimum rates 
of pay, or which require the posting 
of such provisions, or which relate 
to the minimum price at which an 
employer may sell merchandise' or 
render service, or which call for as- 
sessments to the code authority foi 
the purpose of meeting its expense's.' 


The employer, however, still i 


'bound without limitation to the 
child labor provisions and the fail 
trade practice provisions, excep 
those relating to the minimum price.'

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Further 
efforts of the recovery adm inistra­ 
tion to pacify industrial “princes” in 
small towns was seen today in the 
announcem ent of Recovery Admin­ 
istrator Hugh S. Johnson, exempting 
employers in towns of 2,500 or less 
from im portant code provisions. 
The announcem ent lists the ex­ 
empted industries as those “engaged 
exclusively in local trade or service.” 
Under the current clarification of 
the president’s original order of May 
15 “an employer exempted by the 
executive order is not required to 
comply with the provisions of ap ­ 
proved codes which prescribe m axi­ 
mum hours of employment, hours of 
store operation and m inimum rates 
of pay, or which require the posting 
of such provisions, or which relate 
to the m inimum price a t which an 
employer may sell m erchandise or 
render service, or which call for as­ 
sessments to the code authority for 
the purpose of meeting its expenses. 
The employer, however, 
still 
is 
“bound w ithout lim itation to the 
child labor provisions and the fair 
trade 
practice 
provisions, 
except 
those relating to the m inimum price.

It works this way. Suppose you 


v/ant to repair your house. You get 
a contractor to make an estimate 
of the cost. Say it is $500. You take 
this written estimate to your local 
bank er building and loan associa- 
tion, and offer your note for $500 to 
finance it. The theory is that if you 
are considered a satisfactory risk. 


and the estimate is reasonable, the 
note is accepted, and the contractor 
is authorized to do the work. You 
repay the institution which holds 
your note in monthly installments. 


Under the National Housing Act 


the government insures the lending 
institution up to 20 per cent of the 
amount lent. It is claimed that this 
safegards the bank 
as statistics 


show that the usual loss percentage 
for installment loans does not ex- 
ceed five per cent. If you want to 
build a new house the housing act 
provides that you can borrow up to 
80 per cent of the total appraised 
value of the land and improvements 
and the lender is insured in that 
amount. 


The act pre-supposes that local 


institutions will have the money to 
loan, and falls to provide a source 
foi getting it when it cannot be se- 
cured locally.

Code Provisions 


Move Made To Pacify Indus* 


trial Princes In Small 


Towns 


(International News Service) 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Further 


efforts of the recovery administra- 
tion to pacify industrial "princes" in 
small towns was seen today In the 
announcement of Recovery Admin- 
istrator Hugh S. Johnson, exempting 
employers in towns of 2,500 or less 
from important code provisions. 


The announcement lists the ex- 


empted industries as those "engaged 
exclusively in local trade or service." 


Under the current clarification of 
the president's original order of May 
15 "an employer exempted by the 
executive order is not required to 
comply with the provisions of ap- 
proved codes which prescribe maxi- 
mum hours of employment, hours of 
store operation and minimum rates 
of pay, or which require the posting 
of such provisions, or which relate 
to the minimum price at which an 
employer may sell merchandise or 
render service, or which call for as- 
sessments to the code authority for 
the purpose of meeting its expenses." 
The employer, however, still is 


"bound without limitation to the 
child labor provisions and the fair 
trade practice provisions, except I 
those relating to the minimum price."

Forecast Smallest Cotton 


Crop In Last 38 Years

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—An- of- 


ficial forecast of the smallest cot- 
ton crop in 38 years, with one ex- 
ception, and a gloomy report on 
corn, caused Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace to call a conference of 
aides to discuss the entire 
situation.

The cotton crop was estimated at 


9,195,000 bales as of August 1—the 
smallest crop since 1896 with the 
exception of the year 1921. 


Just before the carefully guarded 


cotton estimate was issured, the 
weather bureau, in its weekly crop 
reporfr told of further deterioration 
of corn in the middle west. 


Astonished At Forecast 


While private brokers' cotton es- 
imates were very close to those of 
he department of agriculture, many 


officials here expressed astonish- 
ment at the low yield predicted. 


The cotton crop estimate 
was 


nearly 1,000,000 bales under the limit 
set by the Bankhead Compulsory 
Cotton Reduction Act passed 
by 


congress last spring, 
in that law, 


the limit was set at 10,000,000 bales 
and a 50 percent tax was imposed 
on sales above quotas for 
each 
farmer.

W illiam R. Stew art, who runs a 
general store in Rose Point says 
th at a com m ittee will be appointed 
this week to make the final a r­ 
rangem ents. 
“We expect to have 
the judges of our courts, the county 
commissioners, state officials and 
others with us” said Mr. Stew art 
this morning. “And of course all 
residents of Lawrence county and 
Butler county will be welcome,” he 
continued. 
Welcomed By Public 
Opening of the bridge will be wel­ 
comed by the traveling public. Ever 
since construction began traffic be­ 
tween New Castle and Butler and 
other eastern points has been de­ 
toured by way of the New Castle 
H arlansburg road, and from H ar- 
lansburg south over the Perry high­ 
way. 
Considerable traffic has also 
been de toured by way of Ell wood 
City. 
Closing of the bridge has worked 
considerable of a hardship to busi­ 
ness of gasoline stations, stores and 
sum m er resorts along the New Cas­ 


tle-Rose Point road. The highway 
has been almost deserted except for 
travel to interm ediate points be­ 
tween New Castle and Rose Point, 
and intersecting roads. 
Fine New Bridge 
The new bridge which is undergo­ 
ing the finishing touches, is one of 
the finest in the county. It is a 
. 
| steel structure of one span with a 
Reopening Of Butler High- sidewalk on the north side. The 


j construction 
is 
unusually 
strong, 


i owing to the heavy traffic which 
passes over the New Castle-Butler 
road. Heavily laden trucks from in­ 
dustries in Akron, Canton, Youngs­ 
town, Cleveland, and other Ohio cit­ 
ies, pass over this route on their 
way to New York. There is also 
considerable heavy trucking from 
east to west. 
The form er Rose Point bridge was 
one of the oldest iron structures in 
Lawrence county. 
It was built at a 
time when automobiles were u n ­ 
known, and consequently was inad­ 
equate to accommodate present day 
travel. 
The worst feature about it was 
th a t it was a one-way traffic bridge, 
and being located in a hollow with 
hills on each side, it was particular­ 
ly dangerous. Those fam iliar W’ith 
the road, usually had their cars un ­ 
der control when they approached 
the bridge, but there has been a 
num ber of accidents. 
The new bridge contains a thirty 
foot cartway, and is amply wide to 
accommodate any traffic th at is 
likely to pass over the road. The 
sidewalk is an additional feature 
th at will be appreciated. There was 
no sidewalk on the old bridge, and 
crossing on foot was hazardous. 
M any m otorists have been out to 
see the new bridge while it has been 
under construction, and it is likely 
th a t hundreds of others will be glad 
to avail themselves of the opportun­ 
ity of being present a t the opening. 
As soon as the final arrangem ents 
are completed they will be a n ­ 
nounced in The News together with 
the date of opening. 
The bridge was built by the State 
Highway departm ent a t the expense 
of the state, and will be m aintained 
by the state.

ton crop in 38 years, with one ex- 
ception, and a gloomy report on 
corn, caused Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace to call a conference of 
aides to discuss the entire 
situation. 


The cotton crop was estimated at 


9,195,000 bales as of August 1—the 
smallest crop since 1896 with the 
exception of the year 1921.

Films Are Made 


Of Cosmic Rays 


Recent Stratosphere Flight 


Produces Valuable 


Records 


(International News Service) 


SWARTHMORE, Pa., Aug. 9.— 


The cosmic ray and its behavior may 
not 'remain a deep, dark secret to 
science and the world in general— 
thanks to the Kepner-Stevens flight 
into the stratosphere' last month. 


Although the intrepid stratospher- 
ists narrowly escaped death when 
their balloon came to earth in a 
Nebraska cornfield, a roll of film 
about 57 feet long has been sal- 
vaged from the wreckage, officials 
of the Bartol Research Foundation 
Laboratories here--sa,id Wednesday. 


The film was lounu near the. in- 


struments made at the Bartol Lab- 
oratories especially for the flight. 
It is expected to supply valuable 
date to Dr. W. F. G. Swann and his 
associates here, relating to the fre- 
quency of the cosmic ray's bombard- 
ments from four directions and the 
simulateneity of the ray's passage. 


The film's record, Dr. Swann de- 


clared, should have begun, at 40,000 
feet and continued to 60,000 feet. 
The cosmic rays will appear on the 
film as tiny spots of light.
